Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 10 and 19 are allowed. 

5. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

In interpreting the claims, in light of the specification and the applicant's 
arguments, the Examiner finds the claimed invention to be patentably distinct from the 
prior art of record. 
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The prior art of record teaches the invention substantially claimed. However, the 
prior art of record fails to teach or suggest individually or in combination a system and 
method for managing licenses for protected software on a communication network 
comprising detecting attempts to tamper with an internal clock of the requesting client 
computer and invalidating the commuter authorization if tampering is detected. The 
Examiner finds the applicant's arguments in pages 9 and 10 of the amendment filed 
January 10, 2005 to be persuasive. The applicant argued in substance that Schneier et al., 
either alone or in combination, does not teach a system and method comprising detecting 
attempts to tamper with an internal clock.
